We have ascertained. that the rail- 


road company cannot legally convey 
any of its property on the Plaza. 


The Chism estate has offerel to sell 


a lot of land In block N between Sier- 
ra and West streets, fronting' 80 .feet 
on Second street, extending in depth 
northerly 75 feet and bounded ort the 
east by an alley, together with the im- 
provements-, for $1900. 
_ 


Mr. J. F. Stewart offered to sell, 


for library purposes, a vacant'lot In 
block U, fronting 65 feet on West 
street and 99 feet on Second street for 
J3000. 


Whether this offer would be con- 


tinued "by the heirs of Mr. Stewart,' 
the committee has not .yet been able 
to ascertain. 


The vacant lot of ground upon the 


south bank of the Truckee river I 
tween the Riverside .Hotel and the 
Westerfield residence would be a very 
suitable site, as would also the pub- 
lic park in front of the Court House. 
The two sites last named have the.adr 
vantage of being public property,, and 
If they can be obtained at all, can be 
had without expense. There is some 
question as to the legal right to use 
the park for other than park'purposes, 
but if the public generally desire It 
to be so used, doubtless any legal ob- 
jections, if such exist, can be obviated. 


We recommend that you call a' pub- 


lic meeting at an early date .at. which 
the question of site can be discussed 
and some one place agreed upon.

When about 300 feet from the 


shaft, his efforts were crowned with 
success, for he encountered a ledge 
from which was taken over $7,000,000.
